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US dismisses 
hope of UN action 
on Syria 


UNITED NATIONS, August 
23, 2013 (AFP) - The United 
Slates an Wednesday mled 
out a last-minute bid for UN 
Secunty Couneil action over 
chemical weapons attacks in 
Syria, heightening expecta¬ 
tions of a Western military 
stnke. 

As UN inspectars gather 
evidence of alleged poison 
gas attacks near Damascus, 
world powers have wangled 
over the threat of military ac¬ 
tion against Syrian President 
Bashar al-Assad 

Syna's nervous neighbors 
meanwlnle stepped up their 
preparations for conflict as a 
stnke appeared imminent. 

Israel authonzed a partial 
call-up of army reservists, 
Turkey said its .forces were 
on heightened "vigilance," 
and New York oil lut the 
lughest level -- $112.24 per 
barrel -- for more than two 
yeai's. 

■ Tile region is like a gun¬ 
powder depot," Iran's 
Supreme Leader Ayatollah 
All Khamenei warned in a 
condemnation of the West's 
reported military plans. 

Bntain proposed a resolu¬ 


tion to other UN Security 
Council pennanent members 
-- tlie United States, France, 
Russia and China -- calling 
for " all necessary measures to 
protect civilians" in Syna 
after the alleged chemical 
weap ons attack last week 

Tlie resolution could give 
a legal basis to any military 
action. 

But the Umted Stales 
quickly dismissed any hope 
of success because of Rus¬ 
sia's staunch opposition to 
any UN move to pressure the 
Synan government, a close 
ally of Moscow 

■We see no avenue for¬ 
ward, given continued Fmss- 
ian opposition to any 
meaninghil Councd action on 
Syria," Stale Department 
deputy spokeswoman Marie 
Half said in Washington. 

■We cannot be held up in 
responding by Russia's con¬ 
tinued intransigence at the 
United Nations, and quite 
frankly tlie situation is so se¬ 
rious that it demands a re¬ 
sponse," Harf said

On Tuesday afternoon, 
August 27, Aruba's Minister 
of Tourism, Transport & 
Labor, Dtmar Oduber, who 
has also taken on the upgrad¬ 
ing and iiiodemizalion of the 
Department of Agnadture, 
Animal Husbandry and Fish¬ 
ing. along with Centro Hadi- 
curai, was joined by Aruba's 
Prime Minister Mike Email 
111 unveiling a monument to 
Aruba's Fishemian Lost at 
Sea. The symbolic sculpture 
sits on Governor's Beach in 
Oranjestad. 

Island artists were asked 
to submit proposals for the 
piece, and the design of 
Gilbert Senclii and Fernando 
Vermeer was selected. The 
combination of metal and in¬ 
laid marble depicts a com¬ 
pass of the world witli 
Aruba's famous four-pointed 
star, which decorates our

Obama: no decision 
yet on Syria strike 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama said 
Wednesday he had not yet de¬ 
cided whether to attack Syria, 
but that any US action would 
be a warning that "it better 
not" use chemical arms 
again. 

Obama said tliat his gov¬ 
ernment had concluded that 
President Bashar al-Assad's 
regime was belimd the hor¬ 
rific attack on civilians in a 
Damascus suburb last week 
that killed hundreds of peo¬ 
ple. 

But he clearly signaled 
that expected US punitive 
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stnkes would be limited in 
scope, and would not be an 
attempt to tip the balance be¬ 
tween Assad's forces and 
rebels who have waged a 
bloody two-year civil war 

"I have not made a deci¬ 
sion,' Obama told PBS New- 
sHour, when asked how close 
he was to signing off on US 
military action against Syria. 

Obama said however that 
he had concluded that "direct 
military engagement, in¬ 
volvement in tlie civil war in 
Syria, would not help the sit¬ 
uation on the ground." 

Given that limited vision 
for US military action in tlie 
country, Obama was asked 
what would be the strategic 
rationale behind a US assault, 
likely to take place with 
cruise missiles fired firom US 
and allied slups and sub¬ 
marines 

He said tliat by the end of 
the engagement, the Syrian 
government "will have re¬ 
ceived a pretty strong signal 
that it better not do it again.'

Last week a group o f 4 young 
people □£the Social Forma¬ 
tion Project started a new 
phase in their training pro¬ 
gram. Jes^ Ras, Coordinator 
of the project shared how the 
program is going up until 
now and what happens to the 
young people who begin the 
program but drop out. 

According to Ras, there 
will always be tliose who will 


drop out for a variety of rea¬ 
sons Tliere are those who 
cannot bear the pressure of 
the group. They find them¬ 
selves surrounded 24 hours 
by other young people with 
different characters and this 
can create conflict. Tliere are 
those who miss home and 
then, tliere are some who for 
health reasons have to drop 
out. Ms. Ras says she keeps 
trying to convince them to 
stay in the program, and 
some have changed their 
minds and returned. If they 
don't have a change of heart, 
then tliose on the waiting list 
are called up to enroll 

The military segment of 
the training lasts 4 months. 
Tins IS tlien followed with a 
course in training where the 
youngsters are thought a 
trade. This segment lasts S 
months. School is divided be¬ 
tween tlieory and practicums. 
Hiis segment is structured 
between the Military camp 
and the Ensenan^a Pa Em- 
pleo. According to Ras, .."'My 


job IS to guide and stimulate 
these young people during 
the entire program." 

The 5th group of tlie So¬ 
cial Formation program be¬ 
gins in the month of January 
Registration for this program 
begins in October Tlie an¬ 
nouncement for tins new pro¬ 
gram will be in our 
newspapers.

The spokeswoman said "no 
decision' had been taken on 
how to respond to the chemi¬ 
cal attack, winch if confirmed 
would h e tlie mo st deadly use 
of such weapons since Sad¬ 
dam Hussein gassed Iraqi 
Kurds in 193S. 

But Defense Secretary 
Chuck Hagel has said Amer¬ 
ican farces ai'e ready to act if 
President Barack Obama 
gives the order, and British 
Prime Mimster David 
Cameron was to make the 
case for targeted stnkes to his 
country's parliament on 
Thursday. 

A government motion to 
be voted by the House of 
Commons, however, says 
that no measures should be 
taken until UN inspectors 
have reported on their inves¬ 
tigation m Syna 

The United Nations says 
the inspection team needs 


two more days to finish their 
work. But it has given no 
deadline for reporting on 
whether chemicd weapons 
have been used. 

Hie inspectors went to the 
Ghouta district east of Dam¬ 
ascus on Wednesday to col¬ 
lect blood, urine and hair 
samples firom victims of an 
August 21 attack in which 
hundreds of people are said 
to have died 

Tlie United States, Bntain 
and France blame Assad's 
farces for the attack using 
chemical weapons, winch are 
banned under an international 
convention. 

Tlie Syrian government 
has blamed tlie attack on "ter¬ 
rorist" rebels. Its UN ambas¬ 
sador, Bashar Jaafan, said 
Wednesday that Syrian sol¬ 
diers had been gassed in tliree 
new incidents near Damascus 
since last week. 


Russia, winch has vetoed 
three UN Security Council 
resolutions aiming to in¬ 
crease pressure on Assad, has 
maintained its support for the 
government. 

But it also evacuated more 
than 100 people firom the 
Syrian city of Latakia on 
Wednesday. 

Prussia's Foreign Munster 
Sergei Lavrov told Britain's 
Foreign Secretary William 
Hague that the international 
community must wait for the 
UN inquiry to fiinsh before 
taking any fi.irther steps, the 
Russian Foreign Ministry 
said 

In another conversation 
with UN Syna envoy 
Lakhdar Braliimi, Lavrov 
said Western nnlitary stnkes 
against Assad would destabi¬ 
lize tlie entire Middle East. 

Tlie Syrian government 
has meanwlnle defiantly 


slmigged off the growing 
military tlireat. 

Prime Minister Wael al- 
Halki accused the West of in¬ 
venting excuses to intervene 
and warned that the country 
would become tlie "grave¬ 
yard of the invaders." 

'Western countries, start¬ 
ing with tlie United States, 
are inventing fake scenarios 
and fictitious alibis to inter¬ 
vene militarily in Syria^" he 
was quoted as saying by state 
television. 

UN leader Ban Ki-moon 
called on the international 
powers to head off conflict. 
He said more time must he 
given to the inspectors and 
made a new plea for tlie Se- 
cunty Council to overcame 
its divisions on Syria. 

'Syna is tlie biggest chal¬ 
lenge of war and peace in the 
world today. Tlie body en¬ 
trusted with maintaining in¬ 


ternational peace and secunty 
cannot b e missing in action,' 
he said 

"Tlie Council must at last 
find the unity to act. It must 
use its authority for peace,' 
Ban said 

Ban has been a firequent 
critic of Assad over the con¬ 
flict which empted in March 
2011 with anti-re gillie 
protests but soon escalated 
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US court martial

FORT HOOD (AFP) - A 
court martial sentenced a US 
Army of&cer to death on 
Wednesday for carrying out 
an Al-Qaeda inspired mass 
shooting on the Fort Hood 
base that left 13 people dead. 

After only four hours of 
deliberations, tlie forewoman 
of a jury of military officers, 
a colonel, said that it was 
their unanimous verdict that 
4 3-year-old Major Nidal 
Hasan should be executed. 

" It IS my duty as president 
of tills jury to inform you 
that the court martial in 
closed session in a secret bal¬ 
lot of all members concurs to 
the sentences, to forfeit all 
pay and allowances, to dis¬ 
missal from service, to be put 
to death,' she said 

Hasan, who conducted his 
own defense dunng tlie tnal, 
showed no emotion as the 
verdict was read. 

Under tlie US military jus¬ 
tice system there is an auto¬ 
matic appeal in capital cases, 
but Hasan has made no at¬ 
tempt to deny tlie charges and 

Muslim bloc 
urges 'decisivo 
action’ against 
Damascus 

JEDDAH (AFP) - Tlie Or- 
ganisation of Islamic Cooper¬ 
ation on Wednesdciy 
condemned alleged poison 
gas attacks m Syria, blaming 
the gov eminent and calling 
for 'decisive action" in re¬ 
sponse. 

The world's largest group¬ 
ing of Muslim nations 
"stressed tlie need to hold tlie 
Synan government legally 
and morally accountable for 
tins heinous crime and to 
bring its perpetrators to jus¬ 
tice'. 

The OIC called on the UN 
"Secunty Council to dis¬ 
charge Its duty of preserving 
mtemabonsl security and sta¬ 
bility, taking a unified posi¬ 
tion against this monstrous 
cnme and its perpetrators. 

"This attack is a blatant af¬ 
front to all religious and 
moral values and a deliberate 
di sre gard o f intern ati onal 
laws and norms, which re¬ 
quires a decisive action,' it 
said in a statement. 

□IC clnef EJcmeleddin Ih- 
sanoglu said he "remains 
convinced of tlie need to ur¬ 
gently work out apoliticd so¬ 
lution to extricate Syna from 
tins bloody cnsis and to re¬ 
store peace and secunty in

Tlie US-born Muslim of 
Palestinian descent is the first 
member of the army to re¬ 
ceive a death sentence since 
tlie 3005 conviction of Hasan 
Akbar, who killed two in an 
attack on fellow soldiers in 
Kuwait 111 3D03. 

On November 5, 3D09, 
Hasan opened fire at a med¬ 
ical processing facility in the 
sprawling Fort Hoodbasein 
Texas tliat serves as a staging 
point for soldiers to deploy to 
combat zones 

Twelve of the dead and 30 
of the wounded were sol¬ 
diers. Hasan was himself shot 
by a civilian police officer 
who responded to the attack 
and he is now partially para¬ 
lyzed. 

Tlie court had heard that 
Hasan was opposed to tlie US 
military's occupations of Iraq 
and Afghanistan, and that he 
had spoken online with an al¬ 
leged Al-Qaeda figure, radi¬ 
cal cleric Anwar al-Awlaki, 
an American citizen subse¬ 
quently killed in a US drone 
stnke in Yemen. 

Fallowing the sentence, 
Hasan was nished quickly 
out 0 f the military courtrooni, 
wluch IS in Fort Hood, to be 
transported back to a local 
civilian jail where he has 
been held for more than tliree 
years. 

He IS to he taken to mili¬ 
tary death row m Fort Leav¬ 
enworth, Kansas, to await 
execution.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
hailed Martin Lutlier King Jr 
Wednesday for saving Amer¬ 
ica from oppression but said

Obama also remembered 
the thousands of Aftican 
Americans who joined King's 
Mai'ch on Washington to de¬ 
mand their rights and to wake 
their country's 'long slumber¬ 
ing conscience." 

Tlie president, who has 
faced some cnticism for not 
doing more to help the 
African American cammu- 
nity, which remains plagued 
by poverty and bamers to ad¬ 
vancement, dismissed argu¬ 
ments that little had changed 
for blacks since King spoke. 

"■To dismiss the magnitude 
of this progress, to suggest, as 
some sometimes do, tliathltle 
has changed — that dishonors 


the courage and tlie sacrifice 
oftho se who paid the price to 
march in those years," he 
said. 

But, in the speech below 
the 1110 mum ent hononiig 
Abraham Lincoln, the presi¬ 
dent who ended slavery.

"We would dishonor those 
hero es as well to suggest that

Cuban doctors hired to 
care for Brazil poor booed 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Cuban 
dOiCtors hued to tt'eat the poor 
m Brazil were booed and in¬ 
sulted by tiieir Brazilian col¬ 
leagues in a ra'Cially tinged 
incident that set off a furor 
Wednesday on social media 
networks. 

President Dilma Rousseff 
waded into the fray the morn¬ 
ing after tlie Tuesday niglit in¬ 
cident denoun dug "the huge 
prejudice" shown toward the 
Cuban doctors, who had re¬ 
cently amved as pait of a gov¬ 
ernment program to frll 
vacancies in Brazil's public 
health system. 

The incident occurred late 
Tuesday when 9 6 foreign doc¬ 
tors, including 70 Cubans, 
showed up for a Portuguese 
language class and medical £a- 
miliai'ization course. 

As tirey amved, they were 
heckled and branded as 
“slaves" and "incompetent" by 
dozens of their Brazilian coun- 
terpai'ts in the northeastern 
state of Ceai'a. 


A picture of a black Cuban 
doctor being verbally abused 
by white Brazilian colleagues 
went viral on social media net¬ 
works, tnggering widespread 
outrage, witli many denounc¬ 
ing it as "shameful" and 
"racist." 

After massive street protests 
in June to demand better pub¬ 
lic heal tli services, tire govern¬ 
ment launched the ‘More 
Doctors" program to fill 
15,000 new posts 
According to the health 
mimstiy, this country of 194 
million people has a shortage 
of 54,000 doctors, particularly 
in poor urban and rural areas. 

The new government pro¬ 
gram gives priority to Brazil¬ 
ian doctors for the three-yeai’ 
p osts, but also rehes on foreign 
physicians where necessaty 
Some 4,000 Cuban doctors 
are being lured along with 
hundreds of Argentine, 
Venezuelan, Spamsh and Por¬ 
tuguese physicians. 


Bolivia demands return of 
senator who fleii to Brazil 


LA PAZ (AFP) - Bolivia's 
President Evo Morales de¬ 
manded Wednesday the re¬ 
turn of an opposition senator 
who escaped to Brazil after 
15 montlis holed up m the lat¬ 
ter's embassy in La Paz 

Tlie politician's esca^ie in 
an emb assy vehicle under the 
escort of Brazilian marines 
embarrassed President Dilma 
Rousseff who replaced her 
foreign minister over the flcp. 

But Morales called on 
Brazil to repatriate F^.oger 
Pinto, who was sentenced to 
a year m prison in a conup- 
tion case. 

Pinto, who had been holed 
up for 15 months in the 
Brazilian embassy in La Paz, 


fled on Friday with the help 
of Brazilian charge d'affaires 
Eduardo Saboia. 

Saboia sent him on a 22- 
hour drive Friday to the 
Brazilian border in an em¬ 
bassy vehi'cle, escorted by the 
mannes but without a safe 
conduct pass from the Boli¬ 
vian government. 

An angry Rousseff said the 
surreptitious transfer had put 
Pinto's life at risk, telling re¬ 
porters Tuesday: "1 deeply re¬ 
gret that an exile was 
subjected to such ms e cun ty." 

Foreign minister Antonio 
Patriota resigned over the in¬ 
cident and was replaced by 
Luiz Alberto Figueiredo, 
Brazil's ambassador to the 
United Nations.

PARIS (AFP) - Heroin ac¬ 
counted for more than half of 
tlie 78,0QD desiths from illegal 
dmgjj in 2Q10,. but ampheta- 
nune had most addicts, re¬ 
searchers reported in Tire 
Lancet on Wednesday. 

In a wide-ranging probe 
into the health impacts from 
four illicit drugs, a team led by 
Louisa Degenhai'dt at Aus¬ 
tralia's University of New 
South Wales also found that 
two-lliirds of addicts are men, 
with the biggest problems 
emerging m males aged 20 to 
29 

More than 55 percent of 
drug-related deatlis m 2010 
w'ere caused by opioids;, the 
categoiy which is dominated 
by heroin, according to their 
probe. 

Adding to the dependence 
risk from heroin is the peril 
from mjecting drug use, for 
shared syringes help spread 
HIV and hepatitis. 

The study, based on a new 
analysis of the vast Global 
Burden of Disease Study for 
20IQ, predictably found that 


cannabis was (he most-used il¬ 
legal drug worldwide 

Like cocaine, it was a 
smaller source of death and 
disease compared to heroin 
and amphetamines, the inves¬ 
tigation found 

As for drug addiction, the 
paper found that 17.2 miUion 
people were dependent on am¬ 
phetamines in 2010, compai'ed 
to 1 S.5 million for opioids and 


1:3 million for cannabis. 

A regional breakdown of 
the figures found that rich 
econoimes such as the United 
States, Britain and Australia 
had 2D times the rate of death 
and disease compared witli the 
least affected countries. 
Among developing 

economies, Soutli Afiica stood 
out as having exceptionally 
lugh rates 


Cocaine dependence was 
lughest m Nordi America and 
Latin America, and Australasia 
and Western Europe had some 
of the high rates of heroin de¬ 
pendence, it found. 

■Our results cleaiiy show 
that illicit dmg use is an im¬ 
portant contnhutor to the 
global disease burden," said 
Degenhai'dt 

"Although we have fewer 


means of responding to some 
causes of burden, such as co¬ 
caine and amphetamine de¬ 
pendence, well-evaluated and 
effective mterventiDns can 
substantially reduce two maj or 
causes of burden," she said, 
pointing to addiction to opi¬ 
oids and injecting drug use. 

Using Ingh-powered com¬ 
puter mod eUtng, tlie team esti¬ 
mated that disability and 
illness caused by the four cat¬ 
egories of drugs rose by more 
than half between 1990 and 
2010, a rise paitly explained 
by population growth but also 
by heroin addiction. 

Overdl, illicil ding depend¬ 
ence amounted in 2010 to just 
under one percent of the total 
global burden of death and ill¬ 
ness. 

This IS only one-tenth of 
that inflicted by dependence 
on alcohol and tobacco, which 
however occurs among fai' 
more people. 

Ecstasy and LSD were not 
included in the study, as the 
data for use of these drugs was 
often sketchy
